A REVIEW OF THE WEEK

Circles — Disputes at New Castle 
Handled «n a Prompt And Satisfac­ 
tory Manner By Arbitration Board 


The general condition of the pot­ 
tery trade in the East Liverpool dis 
trict from the manufacturers’ stand­ 
point has been 
better 
during 
the 
week ending today than in any like 
period for a long time. 
This is easily explained, 
however 
by reason of the fact that the indus­ 
try is just now enjoying the 
most 
brisk and steady trade throughout the 
entire holiday season. 
From now until about the 10th of 
December there will be no letup in 
the shipments to all points. In a ma­ 
jority of instances the orders have 
all been placed and it may be stated 
that every plant in the city has 
fared well in the distribution. 
From a careful convass of the sit­ 
uation it is learned that the demand 
so far has been well balanced, and no 
particular line or class of goods has 
been more fought after than anoth­ 
er, with the possible exception of spe­ 
cialties. 
Every manufacturing 
con­ 
cern in the city turning out this class 
of articles I as been taxed to its ut­ 
most capacity, and it is doubtful lf 
the middle of December will see all 
the orders cleaned up. The scramble 
for specialties is said to be greater 
this year than during any other hoi! 
day season since the concerns of this 
locality have demanded a share of the 
world's patronage. A prominent man 
ufactueer is responsible for the state­ 
ment that vastly more attention has 
been paid to specialty articles 
this 
year than ever before, with the nat 
ural result that they ar© better In ev 
cry way, both as to art and decora 
lion. 
On all other lines the 
demand is 
most gratifying and when the season 
of 1901 has ended a great many of the 
warehouses will be relieved of most 
of their mo/edesirable lines 


handled by the arbitration board. The 
result of the meeting of the board 
this week is particularly gratifying to 
the potters generally, as more prog­ 
ress was made than was thought pos­ 
sible. All hut two of the six or seven 
points were settled satisfactorily. 
Although

standing committee, the work accom­ 
plished by it during the 
past 
few 
months has been of Incalculable bene­ 
fit to both manufacturers and work­ 
men. Disputes have been settled and 
prices fixed through the efforts o ' this 
board which could not 
have 
been 
brought 
aijout by any other 
influ­ 
ence. 
One of the best examples of the 
determination of the Brotherhood of­ 
ficials to adhere to the agreement en­ 
tered into loft spring, which called for 
all disagreements going before that 
body, was illustrated a few days ago 
when the pressers at the East Liver­ 
pool potter/ went on strike without 
authority. 
The employes, eight in number, ob­ 
jected to the firm placing ,i slfpmaker 
on the Job who was not a member of 
the Brotherhood. The clay bands left 
their benches and called at Brother­ 
hood headquarters, where they were 
severely censured for the rash action. 
They were told to return to work and 
meantime an investigation would be 
made. 
This disposition on the part of the 
headquarter ? ofUciais has been instru­ 
mental in obviating the possibility of 
trouble and inconvenience to the var- 
loua firms of the city, and is commen­ 
dable.

Columbus, November 16.—(Special) 
—Governor Nash has consented lo be 
present and deliver an address at the 
dedication of the McKinley building 
at tho Massillon state hospital. 
The 
date originally fixed for the event was 
December J, but owing to the fact 
that the building will not be ready 
for occupancy at that time the d*di- 
cation* will not take place until about 
three Weeks later. The building was 
originally designed and the founda­ 
tions laid with the intention of mak­ 
ing it an administration hail, but re­ 
monstrance was made against the ex­ 
penditure of $200,000, which 
would 
have been lequired for the project; 
so the plans were changed and made 
to provide for the erection of a smaller 
structure, combining an 
amusement 
hall, chapel, superintendent’s 
resi­ 
dence and other general utility apart­ 
ments. This is the building which is 
to bear the name of the late lamented 
president. The Massillon state hospi­ 
tal was projected and established dur­ 
ing the period McKinley served 
as 
governor, and the appointment of the 
first board of trustees of the institu­ 
tion was on» of his official acta. Mr. 
McKinley look a deep Interest in the 
affairs of the hospital and the trustees 
feel that it Is especially befitting that 
one of its additions should bear his 
name. 


John R. tylnlYoy, inspector of oils for 
the second district, filed his annual 
report with Governor Nash Thursday 
afternoon.

Few Americans are aware of the fact 
that the name of their continent Is due 
to a Herman scholar. 
In 1507 Martin 
Waldseemuller, also known as Hyla- 
comylus, of BL Die, In the Vosges, 
edited a hook called “Cosmogropblfc 
Introductlo," In which he gave a trans­ 
lation of Amerigo Vespucci’s descrip­ 
tion of his voyages. 
That was Just the time when Ameri­ 
go's fame filled the w orld, while Colum­ 
bus' disgrace overshadowed bis merit 
and evidently his noms had 
never 
reached tho quiet village In the Vosges 
when Amerigo trumpeted forth his own 
glory. So Hylaeomylus proposed that. 
since the new continent was, nfter all, 
not a part of the Indies, no name would 
suit It better than that of his famous 
explorer, Amerigo. 
The book was read far and wide, and 
so quickly was the proposition accepted 
that, when later on the true discoverer 
was known, the name was already 
rooted too deeply in general use to 
he abolished, and was even extended 
to the north part of the continent, while 
Hylaeomylus had only meant It fur 
the present South America.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

To .Tamps R. Keene the success of 
the fusion ticket at the late election In 
New York came u h a soothing balm, 
says the New York Herald. 
To him 
the overthrow of the Tammany organ­ 
ization signified mainly the discomfi­ 
ture of William C. Whitney, who had 
espoused the Shepard cause and be­ 
tween whom and himself there exists 
a feud In finance, In sport and In poli­ 
tics so bitter in its Intensity that any 
canso championed by Mr. Whitney is 
I sure to find an opponent in Mr. Keene. 
Strange stories art* told in Wall street 
of the assistance rendered to the fu 
Bion candidates, and especially to WH 
Ham Travers Jerome, by Mr. Keene. 
The well known operator Is said to 
have opened his purse on the very day 
flint Mr. Whitney declared for Shep­ 
ard. and hi* Is credited with generous 
contributions to the campaign fund. 
But, what is of more Importance, Mr. 
Keene Is said to have aided Mr. Je­ 
rome with advice, given through mu 
tim I friends, and to have kept bim in­ 
formed concerning certain happenings 
In which he believed the fusion cand! 
date’s interests were Involved. 
It transpires that friends of Air. 
Keene furnished Judge Jerome with 
the Information that Senator Platt and 
Mr. Whitney had met in the office of 
Thomas F. Ryan, it was asserted, to 
plan bls defeat and that Judge Je­ 
rome's attack on Platt and Whitney 
was Inspired from the same quarter. 
Whatever part Mr. Keene may have 
ployed, his motives are easily traced by 
men in Wall street. 
It was said by 
those professing to know that the f*on 
fore nee between Senator Platt and Mr. 
Whitney hail no direct bearing on Jndge 
Jerome’s 
candidacy, 
but 
that 
Mr. 
Keene’s friends, recognizing In the can­ 
didate for district attorney an able ally. 
concluded to array him against Mr. 
Whitney by telling only half the truth. 
At all events, Mr. Keene and his 
friends see in the result of the election 
a personal triumph over Mr. Whitney 
and his associates In the Metropolitan 
Street Railway company, aud they re­ 
joice accordingly. 
Bad feeling between Mr. Keene and 
Mr. Whitney was -engendered in the 
spring of 1808, having Its origin In Mr. 
Kecue's manipulation of Metropolitan 
stock. 
At that time there was a pool 
in this stock, and Mr. Keene was the 
field marshal of the traction forces on 
the floor of the Stock Exchange. 
He 
engineered a bull movement in the se­ 
curity, aud ou Feb. 14 Metropolitan 
touched 171 
Suddenly and without 
warning tliut day a large quantity of 
the stock was thrown on the market, 
aud the price broke to 157. 
It was seven months later that the 
real break in the relations of Mr. 
Whitney and the pool manager oc­ 
curred. This time there was no quib­ 
bling; charges of bad faith were made 
or. both sides aud the foundation was 
laid for the feud, which has tieen 
waged bitterly ever since. 
I For several mouths Mr. Keene had 
Ton manipulating the stock of the 
American Tobacco company, In which 
Mr. Whitney and his friends were 
largely Interested. 
Under bls guid­ 
ance quotations had been raised to an 
unprecedented level, and in the latter 
part of September. 1808, plans for con­ 
trolling the tobacco industry of the 
country and executing a sensational 
coup in the stock market were well 
under way. Mr. Keene was the only 
member of the pool to figure openly In 
this transaction. 
” Mr.* Keene himself explained the 
situation in an interview published In 
The Herald at the time. 
“The defection of any one large hold 
er of tobacco stock." he said, "would 
naturally produce serious consequences 
in the market. 
When the 4uost in­ 
dubitable evidence was furnished to 
me that one or two members of the 
pool had sold I sold my stock, and did 
it promptly, at between $145 and $134) 
a share.” 
Mr. Keene Is said to have purchased 
his stock—some forty thousand shares— 
at approximately $87 a share, and his 
profits were estimated to be not --far 
from $1,500,000. 
Mr. Whitney’s broth­ 
er-in-law, Oliver II. Payne, aud Messrs. 
Duke. Schley and Terrell, representing 
val lous interests, were seriously em­ 
barrassed by Mr. Keene’s precipitate 
selling, which upset—for the time be­ 
ing at least—the ambitious plans of 
the"pool. 
When taken to task by Mr. Whitney, 
as the Wall street legcud runs, Mr. 
Keene Is said to have puffed his cigar 
nonchalantly and replied: “Why, cer­ 
tainly I sdld. 
When I go into a race of 
this kind. I ncuer permit myself to be 
left at the post.” 
Whatever the facts may be It is cer­ 
tain that no quarter has been given in 
the buttle royal in which these glad­ 
iators of finance have been engaged 
since the fall of 1808 on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange, on the turf and in the 
arena 
of 
politics. 
Marshaling 
his 
forces at every favorable opportunity, 
Mr. Keene has so disposed them as to 
thwart the financial projects of his ad­ 
versary. 
As a patron of the turf he 
ha? disbursed a fortune to possess him­ 
self of horses more fleet than those of 
Mr. W hitney; in polities his sympa­ 
thies have run counter to those of the 
former secretary of the navy.

The matter might have emied there 
and been set down among the Inevita 
blo trials of this mundane existence 
but for the fact that a glimpse at the 
nations of Europe showed that fj^tnllar 
lauds are kept as forests and pny good 
Interest on the money Invested. 
So the government set about the sav 
lug of our own forests. The details of 
forestry are Infinite*, but one general 
principle covers the Held. Instead of 
slashing nwny every lilt of available 
timber and then permitting the land to 
run wild the trees arc to be cut as they 
mature and young trees are to be en­ 
couraged and protected In order that 
the forest will reproduce Itself as fast 
us possible. 
The work of the division of forestry 
required foresters—experts who could 
look over a, forest and tell not merely 
what yield It would produce of timber, 
but men who know how It may best 
be preserved and perpetuated anti what 
may be done toward making It pay bet­ 
ter Interest on the money Invested. 
Practically the only way to secure such 
men was by educating them. So the 
division offered places to a number of 
students. These students work alike In 
1 the office at Washington and In field 
parties in the forests. Now they are In 
the Adirondacks, next month In the 
Cu sen des. Next year perhaps It will he 
the cypress swamps of Louisiana that 
, call for their presence. They live in the 
woods, learn to know the woods and to 
understand It. Usually they work In 
parties of a dozen under an’expert from 
the stuff of the superintendent of work­ 
ing plans. 
There were ii number of questions to 
be answered by the work of the ex­ 
perts. Would conservative forestry pay? 
By cutting tree* as they matured and 
taking 
pains 
to 
encourage 
young 
growth could the forest be made to 
yield a satisfactory Income? Could the 
planting of young trees be made a suc­ 
cess? Were there any destructive forces 
at work In the forests that might be 
cheeked? The first of these was an­ 
swered satisfactorily. 
The reports of the parties sent to 
study the lands reported that liotti 
tracts could be made paying Invest­ 
ments. Each report embodied two facts 
as fundti mental-first. the nmount of 
standing timber; second, the rate of 
growth. Given these It was easy to 
compute Just how long would bo re 
quired for the forest to grow to Its 
present state lf all trees dow n to a cer­ 
tain merchantable size are cut. The 
working plan advised In each case was 
that the forest be divided into as many 
tracts as It would require years to re-

In the place of tree planting good 
seed bearing trees are left here and 
there, and from them nre blown seeds 
which go to furnish a stock of young 
trees. There is another practice of the 
eld world foresters which cannot be 
Introduced here. This Is the removal 
of dead tops. The practice Is too ex­ 
pensive to lie feasible. Ho It Is advised 
Instead that they be merely cut up and 
scattered so as not to Interfere with 
young growth and so that, coming iii 
touch with the earth, they will the 
sooner decay aud go to fertilise the 
soil.

O n e H u n d r e d H o a rs . 
New Yqrk to Loudon In IOO hours 
Is the problem for which two great 
American railroad companies are con­ 
sidering two solutions, says the New 
York Journal.

W U ON FOOTBALL.

Relatives Say His Mind 
W ay Months Ago. 


Gave 


Alf EVENTFUL CAREER 18 ENDED. 


Woman Who Says She Was HU 
Widow Recently Refused Brilliant 
Offer of Mandalic—’Owed Miss Bar­ 
clay a Debt of G rant ode—Tin- Inci­ 
dent of K lllln* of Flak Recalled. 
When Edward S. Stokes died at the 
home of his sister, in New York, a few 
days ago, a strangely eventful career 
wus ended. 
“Door Ed was literally out of his 
mind for the last six months of his 
life,” said one of Mr. Stokes* relatives. 
“He did not rave, but talked inces­ 
santly, telling the secrets of his life. 
“It was to keep a guard upon the dy« 
lug man's lips that his faithful body 
servant never left his side day or night. 
“As to this Barclay woman, who 
claims that Stokes married ber. I and 
others of the family art very much in 
doubt 
“.Stokes owed ber a mighty debt of 
gratitude. He may have married ber. 
Nine weeks ago Stokes was given up to 
die by several of the leading physicians 
of this city In consultation at his Sev- 
enty-nlnth street home. 
“Their unanimous verdict was that 
Stokes could not live twelve bouts. 
The Barclay woman urged them to 
make one more effort for bis life. 
When they shook their heads hopeless­ 
ly, she begged to be permitted to try a 
borne remedy of ber own. 
“ 'Ile Is as good as dead,’ they said. 
'Do what you choose.’ 
“The woman completely covered the 
unconscious and apparently dying man 
with bottles of bot water. The patient 
rallied from unconsciousness and fell 
Into a restful sleep. 
“Within twenty-four hours Stokes 
was able to leave his bed aud go driv­ 
ing. 
“I nm In a position to state positively 
that the woman’s bund was sought In 
marriage by a rich and well known 
New’ Yorker. He lives In splendid style 
on Fiftli avenue urn! Is prominent in 
social and club life. He knew Miss 
Barclay’s history and did not conceal 
his wooing from Stokes. It was a bril 
Maut opportunity. 
“But Stokes was then In the grip of 
the malady destined to kill 1dm. So sHc 
refused the man who would have given 
her his name and oiling to Hie dying 
man who needed lier most. For Stokes 
to marry her after that test of her 
loyalty would not have been strange.” 
Edward Stokes’ killing of bls partner. 
James Fisk, was the most tragic inch 
dent of Ids life aud seemed to east a 
gloom over Ids subsequent career. This 
occurred ou Jan. 0, 1872, tho crime Ile­ 
itis supposedly incited by Josephine 
Mansfield. 
Stokes went to the Grand 
Central hotel, where he stationed him­ 
self In the corridor of the parlor door, 
carelessly walking up and down and 
not apis‘aring to be interested in any­ 
thing iii particular. 
The main stair­ 
case was in front of him. 
lie could 
see any one entering from Broadway. 
Titus stationed lie saw Fisk enter and 
start up the stairs. 
The latter was 
seven steps up when be saw Stokes. 
his right arm resting on the standard 
at tile bead of the stairs, a pistol in his 
hand. 
Without njieukuig Stokes fired 
twice. 
The first bullet took effect in 
the abdomen the second in the left 
arm. 
Fisk fell to the tLxir. 
Stokes 
walked away. but wa* captured before 
lie could leave the botel. 
Colonel Jim Fisk wus buried with 
honors sueb as New York has bestowed 
u|Miu few men. 
Stokes remained In 
prisou. 
Ile hired the best counsel hi 
the land aud wa* tried three times, the 
last time being convicted of amusia ugh 
ter in the third degree. Grover Clevis 
laud pardoned him from prisou In 1877. 
after lie had served four yearn, 
The Mansfield woman tied to Boston 
after Fisk’* death. 
From there she re 
moved to Paris. 
In 18U1 she married 
Robert L. Brad#, formerly of. Minne­ 
apolis aud New York. Bint-* then she 
lias lived in comparative obscurity. 
After Stokes killed Fisk the relations 
bet ween the former and “Josie” Mans­ 
field elided. 
When pardoned from prls 
on, Stokes became something of a pow­ 
er in politics aud bud some Influence, 
but he was uot known to have an in 
terest in any living woman. 
He kept 
himself from public view aud avoids 
ail notoriety. 
It is one of the curious stories of 
Stokes' career that when he was a 
prisoner in the Tombs in 1872 George 
Francis Train was also there. 
Train, 
while in the prison, organized what bo 
called the ••Murderers’ club” in mur 
darers' row. with twenty-two mem 
ber* and himself president. Train an­ 
nounced to tile memliers of the club 
that he would see that not one was 
ba ngad

When Edward 8. Stokes died at the 
home of his sister, In New York, a few 
days ago, a strangely erectful career 
was ended. 
"Poor Ed was literally out of his 
mind for the last six months of his 
life,” said one of Mr. Stokes' relatives. 
“He did not rave, but talked inces­ 
santly. telling the secrets of his life. 
“It was to keep a guard upon the fly# 
lug m an's lips that his faithful boily 
servant never left his side day or night. 
“As to this Barclay woman, who 
claims that Stokes married her. I and 
others of the family are very much iu 
doubt 
“Stokes owed her n mighty debt of 
gratitude. Ile may have ma rr I oil her. 
Nine weeks ago Stokes was given up to 
die by several of the leading physicians 
of this city in consultation at his Sev­ 
enty-ninth street home. 
“Their unanimous verdict was that 
Stokes could not live twelve hours. 
The Barclay woman urged them to 
make one more effort for his life. 
When they shook their bends hopeless­ 
ly, she begged to be perm itted to try a 
home remedy of her own. 
“ ‘He Is as good as dead,* they said. 
‘Do w hat you choose.’ 
“The woman completely covered the 
unconscious and apparently dying mnu 
with bottles of bot water. The patient 
rallied from unconsciousness and fell 
into a restful sleep. 
“W ithin twenty-four hours Stokes 
was able to leave his bed and go driv­ 
ing. 
“I am in a position to state positively 
that the woman's hand was sought in 
marriage by a rich and well known 
New Yorker. He lives In splendid style 
on Fifth avenue and Is prominent in 
social and club life. He knew Miss 
Barclay’s history and did not conceal 
his wooing from Stokes. It was a brit 
Bant opportunity. 
“But Stokes was then in the grip of 
the malady destined to kill him. So sHo 
refused the man who would have given 
her his name and clung to the dying 
man who needed her most. For Stokes 
to marry her after that test of her 
loyalty would not have been strange.” 
Edward Stokes’ killing of his partner, 
Jam es Fisk, was the most tragic Iud 
dent of his life and seemed to cast a 
gloom over his'subsequent career. This 
occurred on Jan. 0, 1872, the crime be 
log supposedly incited by Josephine 
Mansfield.

The first bullet took effect in 
the abdomen, the second in the left 
arni. 
Fisk fell to the floor. 
Stokes 
walked away, but was captured before 
he could leave the botel. 
Colonel Jim Fisk was buried with 
honors such as New York has bestowed 
upon few men. 
Stokes remained in 
prison. 
He hired the best counsel hi 
the land and was tried three times, the 
last time being convicted of manslaugh­ 
ter in the third degree. Grover Cleve­ 
land pardoned him from prison in 1877. 
after he had served four years. 
The Mansfield woman fled to Boston 
after Fisk’s death. From there she re­ 
moved to Paris. 
In 1891 she married 
Robert L. Reade, formerly of. Minne­ 
apolis and New York. 
Since them she 
has lived in comparative obscurity. 
After Stokes killed Fisk the relations 
between the former and “Josie” Mans­ 
field ended. 
When pardoned from prls 
on, Stokes became something of a pow­ 
er in polities and bad some Influence, 
but he was not known to have an Iii 
terest in noy living woman. 
He kept 
himself from public view and avoided 
; all notoriety.
